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thofeSalts, upon the contaS of one another, or of Mlntral Bodies, are 
the Efficient caufesofHeac in thofe Springs; he thence cakes occafion co 
teach , How Artificial Baths may be made analogical in vcrtueand opergf- 
tion to the Natural-* (hewing withal the efficacy of Hoc Springs and 
Baths , whether Natural or Artificial , in curing moft of the ftubbornci^. 
Difeafes. 

Fourthly , The Author digrcfles to the Vindication ofChjmcal Phyftck^ 
dcfcribing firft, what the Chymical Art is ^ next , endeavoring to remove 
the reproach laid on it ; and laftly , declaring the great aflSftances thereby 
afforded to Nature, above ordinary Sho{>-prcparations,in order co the Cure 
of Difeafes : From which laft he takes occafion to exfpatiate into the praifc 
of this Arc , upon the account alfo of its great ufefulneff for improving Ex- 
perimental Philofophy , and for penetrating into the Principles of all Con- 
cretes, whether Vegetable, Animal, or Mineral : infcrting withaj, by way 
of digreffion , his thoughts of an VmverfalCharaSler ; meaning fuch an 
one,which, being known in all parts of the Worid , fhould fignifie the fame 
thm in all Countreys •, fo that ail People skili'd therein Ihould every where 
read it every one in their own Language. 

To all this Is annex'd d^n Appendix concerning the Original of Springs in gem- 
ral , in which the Author admits, that Rain- and-Jnow waters are indeed the proximate 
Caufe of all Land-Springs and fudden^ Floods , filling the Porofities and Channels 
of the Earth's furface > and that the remaining part reftagnats, till it meet with conveni- 
ent Currents out of Brooks and Ditches into other Rirolets, and thofe again 3 by further 
paifagesj fvvell into Rivers , and thereby caufe Inundations of low grounds, till thofe Ri- 
Ters empty th<mfelves, by other intermediate ones, into the Sea it lelf : But that the fame 
iliould be the caufe of the Pontes Fcrennssy or Living Springs 3 he poficively denies 5 
advancing ihh Thefts ^ That ihete Is b Circulation of H'ater in the Terraqueous Globe ^ 
as requifice to its well-beingj as the Circulation of Shod m Animals , whereby the water, 
through fubterraneous Channels along the Sabultim bulliens , runs from S. a to Sea , arid 
alfo from the Sea to the Heads of Springs, and from them intoR'volets , and thofe into 
Bivcrs , and thence into the Ocean, and fociiciilatts round: wfrich, he faith ^ in- 
cludes alfo another Circle of Rain and Snow j which firft arifing by Exhalations 
from the Sea and Earth , are carried down again upon -the Earth and Sea , and joyning 
iffue with Rivolets from Springs, do fwell Rivers , which again difcliarge themfclres in^^ 
20 the Sea.
